FORTY TOP 
SPEED NOW . 
“The new federal speed limit of 40 
miles an hour on all roads is in effect 
today, Forty is the top speed per- 
mitted. No compulsion exists to trav 
el at 40 miles an hour all the time, 
Lower speeds will be encouraged. 

Another point to notice is that the 
new federal limit does not supersede 
any local regulations, Alberta has no 
general highway speed limit beyond 
a “safe” speed, But both the province 
and municipalities specify consider- 
ably lower speeds under certain cir- 
cumstances and at certain places, 

* These low speed regulations still are 
effective. 

At speeds under 40 miles an hour 
the motorist—and thig includes driv- 
ers of trucks, buses and taxis—save 
both gasoline and tires, This alone 
should be incentive enough for a rig- 
orous observance of the new speed 
law.—Bx,

CANADIAN GARDEN SERVICE 


This Spring, .as a war economy, 
hundreds .of thousands of .Canadians 
are planning their first vegetable gar 
den. Much grief, sore backs and time 
will be saved, the experts point out, 
with a little preliminary planning. In 
the war garden of 25 years ago, there 
were miles of lettuce, radish and spin 
ach grown, of which marauding spar 
rows got the orily benefit, 

The beginner should bear in mind 
that about six to ten feet of row will 


of the space should be utilized for 
something else, The beginner should 
also realize that the main purpose of 
an amateur garden is to supply vege 
tables fresher than can ever be pur 
chased, 

Now to grow vegetables quickly 
meany frequent cultivation, watering 
where necessary and, if possible, an 
application of good fertilizer, All of 
this, plus proper thinning of closely 
seeded stuff like carrots, seed onions 
etc,, should push growth along which 
means vegetables crisp and tender. 
It is only when beets, carrots, radish, 
etc., get a check in growth or hecome 
over-mature that they turn woody, 

In order that the supply of vege- 
tables be just right at pickling, that 
is not too immature and not too old, 
the wise gardener spreads his sow 
ings out over several weeks so that 
something will be coming along all 
the time, Thig fy especially necessary 
with tender things like baby carrots 
peas, beans, young beets and garden 
corn, ‘ 

The greatest chore in any garden 
is the keeping down of surplus 
growth be weeds or unwanted other 
plants. The greatest single factor 
in cutting down this chore is first to 
have flowers and vegetables properly 
spaced, and to have rows or intervals 
between flowers and shrubs wide e- 
nough to permit quick and easy cul- 
tivation, 

For keeping down weeds and. un. 
wanted grass or other plants garden 
ers are advised to keep their hoes, 
spades and cultivators sharp. A 
sharp hoe will cover the ground twice 
as fast and with less backache than 
a dull one. Also the professionals ad 
vise some little variety in garden im 
plements, two or three sizes of culti 
vators, so that one can get in close 
to small plants, will cover the ground 
quickly between rows.
